BERLIN, March 28 (AP). — The 
Allies’ attitude toward the neutrali- 
ty of Norway and Denmark, whose 
territorial waters provide Germany 
a sealane from the north, is being 
watched with “the most profound 


attention,” authorized German 
sources said ‘today. 

They said the Reich was reckon- 
ing with the possibility that the 
‘'|\Western Powers might “assume the 
right to police territorial waters” of 
the Northern nations, in view of a 
statement issued in Paris last 
night, 

Informed quarters left no doubt 
such a step would be met by Ger- 
man counter-measures. 

The semi-official French news 
agency, Havas, in a statement out- 
lining the Allied attitude toward 
neutrals, made a sharp distinction 
between active and passive neutral 
nations. 

It said recent activity of British 
warships off Jutland was due to 
“the passive attitude” of “certain 
neutral governments” permitting 
Germany to carry on a regular “war 
traffic.” 

The Allies intend to police “doubt- 
ful” neutral waters, the statement 
said. 

The German press echoed a state- 
ment today in: Adolf Hitler’s Voel- 
kischer Beobachter that the West- 
ern Powers “probably still hope in 
this wise, after the failure of in- 
trigues in Finland, to make a bat- 
tlefield of the whole North.” 

The press insisted the purpose of 
the Allies’ interest in neutrals was 
to gain means for “blocking legiti- 
mate German imports of ores from 
the northern states and ultimately 
obtaining new bases for the British 
fleet.” 

“Despite conflicting reports from 
Paris it is plain to see that the so- 
called active neutrality which the 
Western Powers ask of the northern 
states is benevolence toward the 
West on one side and virtual ces- 
sation of normal relations with 
Germany on the other hand,” said 
an authorized source, asserting Ger- 
many was “alert” to the situation,

AMSTERDAM, March 28 (AP). 
A British bombing plane, ma- 
chine-gunned by Netherlands pur- 
suit planes early today, was forced 
down and burned near Pernis on 
the Island of Ysselmonde, south- 


west of Rotterdam. 

One of the British crew leaped 
to his death. Four others were 
slightly injured in the landing, but 
escaped the flames which envel- 
oped the craft. 

A later announcement disclosed 
that a second foreign plane of un- 
determined nationality had been 
fired on by anti-aircraft guns on 
the outskirts of Amsterdam early 
today and apparently hit. 

Though the plane lost about 1000 
feet of altitude, it leveled off and 
flew away toward the west. 

An announcement by the Govern- 
ment press service said the four 
survivors would be interned. 

The plane which was forced 
down was (flying west over 
Dutch territory when, a commu- 
nique said, “it was hit by the gun- 
fire of a pursuit plane.” 

Eye-witnesses said two Nether- 
lands fighter planes came from the 
north and circled the British 
bomber, 

Witnesses said they could not tell 
whether the invader, a _ Bristol 
Blenheim bomber, replied to the 
fire of the Netherlands fighters.

Two British Planes Shot Down 
Over Germany, Nazis Say. 


BERLIN, March 28 (AP). — The 
high command today reported that 
two British planes had been shot 
down on flights over Germany and 
that part of the crew of one had 
been captured. 

Its communique said: 

“On the Western front, no spe-

“In the course of an unsuccess- 
ful attack by individual British 
planes on patrol boats in the Ger- 
man (Helgoland) bijht, pursuit 
planes shot down ore British Bris- 
tol Blenheim plane.

It was reported that Foreign Sec- 
retary Halifax discussed at some 
length yesterday with Russian Am- 
bassador Ivan Maisky the degree 
of neutrality to be accorded Rus- 
sia by the Allies.

He 
was calm, pleasant and apologized 
for not being able to give more 
information. 

He wore a dark blue suit, a white 
shirt with button-down collar, and 
a black tie. He kept puffing on 
cigarettes throughout the talk. 

Some members of his party stood 
outside the circle of reporters, but 
Welles did all the talking. 

Welles had been abroard since 
Feb. 17. 

At one point he asked: “What- 
are you expecting, gentlemen, a set 
speech?” He frequently responded 
to questions by saying, “You can 
answer that yourself.” 

Other members of the party are 
Mrs. Welles, Thora Ronalds, Mrs. 
Welles’ niece; Pierrepont Moffat, 
chief of the division of European 
affairs for the State Department, 
and Hartley Johnson of the con- 
sular service, Welles’ secretary. 

The Undersecretary’s complete

Because of the Hatch “clean 
politics” law, Milligan will not 
make a formal announcement of 
his candidacy until his resigna- 
tion, which was presented at the 
Department of Justice last night, 

kes effect. He is here to attend 
a series of conferences of district 
attorneys. 

Halted by Hatch Act. 

The Hatch Act prohibits any Fed- 
eral employe not a policy-making 
official from engaging actively in 
politics. Although no serious pro- 
test could be raised if Milligan an- 
nounced his senatorial candidacy 
at once, he is scrupulously staying 


the law. 

Truman and Stark were not

ss carefully exempted the legis- 
lative branch from the operation 
of the Hatch Act, and state officials 
are not covered by it. 

Milligan will not be permitted to 
return to the district attorneyship 
should he be defereted in the August 
primary or the November election.

Fire Chief Lawrence C. Cornoyer 
and Prosecuting Attorney James P.

ceiling in the third-floor corridor 
with heavy fire-resistive plaster 
supported by metal laths, and the 
addition of a reinforced concrete 
ceiling over the front stairwell, re- 
placing one of plaster and wooden 
joists. 

The Fire Chief and the Prose- 
cuting Attorney were accompanied 
on their inspection tour by William 
B. Larkin, engineer with the Mis- 
souri Inspection Bureau, who as- 
sisted in the Fire Department’s 
safety inspection of schools, and 
Joseph P. Sullivan, Building Com- 
missioner for the Board of Educa- 
tion. 

Third Floor Rooms Made Safe. 

The new fire-resistive third-floor 
corridor is designed to give pupils 
safe exit from classrooms in the 
event of fire. With added strength 
from the metal laths, the ceiling 
would prevent falling debris: from 
crashing through and blocking 
passage tq,the stairwavs. Sullivan 
said the material would resist high 
temperatures for at least 45 min- 
utes, giving children ample time to 
leave the building. 

The new reinforced ceiling over 
the front stair well is designed also 
to prevent heavy timbers. support- 
ing the roof from falling into the 
well and blocking passage. The 
ceiling over the other stairwell on 
the west side of the building is also 
protected by reinforced concrete. 
Chief Cornoyer, in approving the 
work, declared it provided sufficient 
protection to permit the use of the 
third-floor classrooms. 

Fire Chief Suggests Change. 

On each floor, the stairwells are 
separated from the corridors by 
glass and metal fire stops. Chief 
Cornoyer declared, however, that 
wide spaces between the metal 
doors, would .permit smoke to fill 
the stairwell, and suggested that 


jmetal strips be attached to make 
the 


doors smoke-tight. Sullivan 

said that would be done. 
Finnegan pointed out that there 

were still beaver board ceilings in 


some of the third-floor classrooms 
and suggested that as soon as funds 
were available the ceilings should 
be replaced with the fire-resistive 
plaster. He also recommended that 
metal fire doors be provided for 
the classrooms to prevent smoke 
from filling the corridor -in_ the 
event of fire. This work was not 
immediately necessary, however, 
because children leaving the classy 
rooms would be safe in the protect- 
ed corridor and stairways, he 
added. 

The improvements at Ames School 
cost $1200. Similar work is being 
done at Gratiot, Grant, Benton, 
Harrison and Charless_ schools. 
Chief Cornoyer recommended that 
third-floor conditions in 30 schools 
be corrected, and as soon as funds 
were available this would be done, 
Sullivan said. 


$10,000 for Stairway. 


Plans have been completed for 
the construction of a second stair- 
way leading from the fourth floor 
at Beaumont High School at an es- 
timated cost of $10,000. The work 
so far has been done by school 
maintenance employes, but the high 
school work will probably have to 
be done under contract, beginning 
this summer, Sullivan said. The 
inspection party also visited the 
high school and was shown where 
the new stairway would be placed. 
The fourth floor has not been used 
since last fall after Chief Cornoyer 
declared that only one stairway 
exit was a fire hazard. The Chief 
said the new stairway would meet 
his objections. 


Other Hazards Eliminated. 

Chief Cornoyer and Finnegan ‘ex- 
pressed satisfaction with the prog- 
ress being made for elimination of 
fire hazards in the schools. In 
addition to the construction work, 
other hazards have been eliminated 
by putting fire doors on _ boiler 
rooms which did not have them, 
changing outside doors which 
opened to the inside so that they 
would open to the outside, provid- 
ing panic locks on all outside doors. 
and removal of rubbish and waste 
from storerooms. 

Sullivan said funds for the work 
have been provided through savings 
made by his department in main- 
tenance expenses. The principal 
saving, he said, resulted from the 
reduction of 40 persons in the cus- 
todial staff since last September 
by not replacing employes who re- 
tired or died. He estimated the 
cost of the work undertaken so far 
at about $38,000.

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AGAIN HALTS AUDIT

Accountants Unable to 
Proceed Because He Re- 
fuses to Explain Certain 
of His Deposits.

The investigation of the bank 
account of Russell W. Hibbert, 
school executive, has run up 
against a stoné wall because of 
his refusal to explain certain de- 
posits, the Post-Dispatch learned 
today. 

A full examination of Hibbert’s 
account was ordered by the School 
Board after the auditors reported 
they were dissatisfied with his 
explanation of two deposits. When 
they questioned him about the de- 
posits he withdrew permission to 
examine the account. After the 
board insisted on a full inquiry, 
Hibbert changed his position. 

When the new inquiry got under 
way, Hibbert was asked to give 
specific information about depos- 
its, backing up his statements with 
concrete evidence. This he refused 
to,do without consulting his attor- 
ney, John C. Tobin, who was out 
of the city for two weeks. 

“We're not getting anywhere in 
the investigation,” Ernest Boyd, 
accountant, said. “We'll have to 
get some sort of agreement from 
Hibbert again so that we can pro- 
ceed. We had done only a little 
work before we ran up against 
a stone wall.”

ises. contempt for the Constitution 
and flagrant abuse of power, 

Quotes Democratic Platform. 


Until these things are rooted out, 
we cannot make progress in this 
country. Tonight I shall discuss 
them as fully as I can within the: 
limit of my time. Tomorrow night 
in Chicago 1 shall continue that dis- 
cussion. I shall keep on discussing 
this issue unti these things are root- 
ed out—until we have once more in 
Washington an administration 
which honors its public pledges and 
respects the Constitution of the 
United States. 

The Democratic platform of 1932 
deciared: “We believe that a party 
platform is a covenant with the peo 
ple, to be faithfully kept by the 
party when entrusted with power.” 
In his acceptance speech, Franklin 
D. Roosevelt said: “That admira- 
ble document, the platform which 
you have adopted, is clear. I accept 
it 100 per cent.” 


Now to the cases. The Democratic 
platform of 1932 solemnly stated. 
“We advocate a sound currency to 
be preserved at all hazards.” 


Referring to a statement that this 
country had nearly been forced off 
the gold standard, Candidate Roose- 
velt said, and I quote him—this 
“was a libel on the credit of the 
United States.” 


Gold Standard Covenant. 
Yet, six weeks after he took of- 


|} gold standard. The solemn cove- 
nant with the people was wilfully 
broken. It was broken without one 
word of explanation—without one 
word of regret. g 

Moreover, in his first campaign’ 
for the presidency, Mr. Roosevelt 
asserted that no responsible gov-. 
ernment would have sold securities 
payable in gold if it knew the gold 
standard was in danger. 

Six months later his administra- 
tion sold to the American people 
five hundred million dollars of Gov- 
ernment securities. Those securities 
bore the promise of the United 
State Government. That promise 
was to pay principal and interest n 
“gold coin of the present standard 
of value.” 

Just five days later the President 
served notice on the nation that 
that promise would not be hon- 
ored. 

1 do not need to tell you that the 
spoken word and the public pledge 
of this administration are worth- 
less. You may take the judgment 
o.a great American statesman who 
belongs to the true Democratic par- 
ty, Senator Carter Glass, Of the 
devaluation of the dollar he said: 
“To me it means dishonor. In my 
conception of it, it is immoral.” 

Or shall we judge the administra- 
tion as did the Supreme Court of 
the United States? 

On Feb. 18, 1935, our highest 
court held that abrogation of the 
gold clause was “repudiation with 


fice, the President himself delib- 
erately took the country off the 


all the wrong and reproach that 
term implies.” 


The erosion of character in this 
administration began within lz 


weeks after it took office. It has 


continued ever since, wearing away 
the foundations of governmental 
integrity, This country needs a 
restoration of character in its Gov- 


ernment. The. people will attend 


to that’ next November. CFs 
Again let us look at the Demo- 
cratic platform of 1932. It asked 
for the votes of the American peo- 
ple on a specific ‘promise. That 
promise was, and I quote it, “a 
saving of not less than 25 per cent 
in the cost of Federal govern- 
ment.” As a candidate, Mr. Roose- 
velt made that promise his own 
and, added a promise to work for 
tax reduction... He said: “That I 
pledge you, and nothing I have 
said in this campaign transcends 
in importance this covenant with 
the taxpayers of the country.” 


That was the pledge. This is 
what happened. 

In its first fiscal year the New 
Deal spent nearly six and a ha.:- 
billion dollars, ah increase of more 
than two billion dollars over the 
expenditures in the last Republi- 
can year. 

That was not a temporary 
breach of faith. It was merely the 
beginning of a continuing breach 
of faith. By 1936 the expenditures 
were still going up. Yet, in the 
campaign of 1936, the New Deal 
platform, with brazen effrontery, 
said: “Our retrenchment, tax and 


firm determination to maintain a, to elevate its failure into the realm 


balanced and the reduc- 
tion of the national debt at the 
earliest’ possible moment.” 

The next year there was another 
huge deficit. But as late as Oc- 
tober, 1937, the President was still 
promising: He reassured the na- 
tion in a speech at Havre, Mont. 
He said: “The Treasury is all 
right and we will balance that 
budget. You needn't worry.” And 
so it went, right up to the pres- 
ent fisca] year, in which the spend- 
ing will be more than nine billion 
dollars and the deficit will be more 
than four billion dollars. 

The platforms were worthless. 
The promises were false. 

Expenses Aside From Relief. 

The \administration tries to ex- 
cuse this reckless spending by 
claiming it is necessary for relief 
and recovery. But even the alibi 
is false. It. is false, because, after 
éliminating every relief and recov- 
ery item, the cost of the national 
Government under the New Deal 
has gone up two and one-quarter 
billion dollars or 56 per cent. 

At last, in his budget message 
of Jan; 4, 1939, the President aban- 
doned all pretense of balancing 
the budget. He turned completely 
around and adopted the school of 
thought which holds that if we 
tried to balance the budget “we 
would invite disaster.” | 

Here we have the ultimate con- 
sequences of broken faith. Having 
persistently ignored its public

Remarks on Guffey Coal Bill. 


On July 5, 1935, the President 
showed how much he respected the 
Constitution. Pressing on a hesitant 
Congress the Guffey Coal Bill, he 
wrote: “I hope your committee 
will not permit doubts as to consti- 
tutionality, however reasonable, to 
block the suggested legislation.” 

The Congress yielded. It passed 
the bill. But the Supreme. Court 
stood firm. As was expected, it 
found the Act. unconstitutional. 


‘At his second inauguration the 
President again took the same 
oath, to “preserve, protect and de- 
fend the Constitution of the Unit-|’ 
ed States.” 

Sixteen days later the President 
asked Congress for power to pack 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States. Having acquired an obedient 
majority in the Congress, he set out 
to acquire an obedient Supreme 
Court. “Must” legislation had be- 
come a habit. There were to be 
“must” decisions by the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 

Was this request made in a 
straightforward manner? It was 
tucked away in a lengthy plan to 
reform the courts. There was a 
provision authorizing the President 
to appoint a new Justice for each 
member of the Supreme Court who 
had not resigned within six months 
of his seventieth birthday. The 
excuse was that a man over 70 
was incapable of acting as a Judge. 

And yet, just one month later, 
while he was using the bludgeons 
of patronage to force this Dill 
through Congress, the President ap- 
pointed as a Federal Judge a man 
who was then 68 years of age. 
So much fo rthe good faith of that 
argument, 

. To buttress his demand for pow- 
er‘to pack the court the President 
further argued that it was behind 
in its work. THis claim was prompt- 
ly disproved by the Chief Justice 
of the United States himself, So 
much for that argument. 

Assault on Constitution. 

The whole shabby business was a 
bare-faced attempt: to undermine 
the Constitution. It was promptly 
recognized as such. An outraged 
Senate killed the bill by the over- 
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whelming vote of 70 to 20, 

All honor to the Republicans who 
sensed the danger and fought the 
measure to its death. All honor to 
those Democrats whose patriotism 
rose above the claims of party. All 
honor to the people of this country 
| who rose to preserve their national 
theritage., 

But what of the morality of the 
attempt to pack the Court? That 
I leave to your judgment and to 
and to the judgment of history. 

Whatever history may say.of the 
moral aspects. of that ill-fated at- 
tempt, the immediate result was 
another transgression of presiden- 
tial propriety. Since domination of 
the eourts was denied him, those 

who had dared to defend the Con- 
stitution were to be purged from 
public life, 

In an effort to-induce the voters 
of Maryland to repudiate their Se- 
nior Senator, the President went to 
Maryland and made a speech dan- 
gling before the voters a promise of 
a great bridge project across the 
head of Chesapeake Bay. When 
the voters refused to be bribed, the 
bridge project was put -away for 
later use. 

And so it went in state after 
state. The people of America re- 
fused to be cajoled, bought or in- 
timidated. Nine of the 10 men on 
the purge list were returned to their 
posts in Washington. All-honor to 
the voters who met that challenge 
to their independence with a sting- 
ing rebuke, In the only case where 
the purge succeeded, it was through 
ithe joint efforts of the New Deal 
and certain elements of Tammany 
Hall. 

Elected public officials can stand 
up and fight. But others find it 
more difficult to struggle against 
abuses of official power. 

Air Mail Contracts. 

Here is just one black chapter 
which has almost been forgotten, 
It shows why business is still hid- 
ing in shell holes all over the 
country, ee . 

After the so-called investigation 
of air mail contracts, Senator Hugo 
Black made charges of fraud. 
Those charges were so flimsy that 
not even a New Deal prosecutor 
ever dared to bring them into court. 

Yet on the basis of those unsup- 

| ported charges a campaign was be- 
gun to create a scandal with which 
to smear the previous administra- 
tion... A political purge of business 
men was’ commenced. The Post- 
master-General on Feb. 9; 1934, can- 
celed all contracta for carrying do- 
mestic air mail, The President.or- 
dered the United States Army to 
carry the mail. : | : 
Although unequipped: and un- 
trained: for this task, the army 
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promised. Gen. Hagood was re- 
stored to his command for one 
day, Then he resigned with honor. 
But, where was the honor of the 
New Deal? 


Case of William Humphrey. 


It was even worse in the case 
of William E. Humphrey, for nine 
years a member of the Federal 
Trade Commission. On July 25, 
1933, President Roosevelt wrote the 
|Commissioner, demanding his res- 
ignation on the sole ground that 
the purposes of the administration 
“can be carried out most effectively 
with personnel of my own selec- 
tion.” 

Pointing out that he had been 
confirmed by the Senate for a 
7-year term, the Commissioner 
stood on his rights under the law. 
On Oct. 7, the President wrote him: 
“Effective as of this date, you are 
hereby removed from the office 
of Commissioner of the Federal 
Trade Commission.” 

Four months later William 
Humphrey died but the question 
of presidential abuse of power 
lived on. It was taken to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States 
which declared Commissioner 
Humphrey had been wrongfully re- 


s imoved. Once again that Court re- 


buked an abuse of power. 


These are only a few examples 
of the erosion of character in this 
administration. These are the 
things thinking men remember, 
These are the things which have 
blocked the progress of America 
for seven years. This country was 
built on the principles of personal 
and government integrity.s It wili 
go ahead again when those prin- 
ciples are restored. ; 

The evidence has piled up year 
after year that politics has tri- 
umphed over decency. The record 
of the New Dea’ is one of broken 
promises, contempt for free institu- 
tions and abuse of power. No smil- 
ing assurances of good intentions 
can ever cover up this record. 

Keeping America Out of War. 

In the face of such a record, what 
faith can the people place in this 
administration? What faith can the 
country place in an administration 
which has broken its solemn cove- 
narits with the people? 

Above all these covenants there 
is one which is nearest to the hearts 
of all of us today. That is the 
solemn obligation to keep this coun- 
try out of war. What faith can we 
pace in any promise by this ad- 
ministration to keep this nation 
out of war? 

In times like these, the first need 
of the country is an administra- 
tion in which it can place its trust.

But given just cause, our wrath is 
mighty. Not in decades have we 
been faced with such a. fateful 
choice, 

But democracy is greater than 
cynicism, Decency will prevail over 
trickery. We shall return to the 
way of common honesty. A people 
of integrity will insist upon a gov- 
ernment of integrity.

HE things that’ people get 
worked up about in this world 
of international war, class war, 

party war, mass murder, confusion 
and chaos are always interesting. 
A heated conflict has been going 
on around the person of an eminent 
scholar, Bertrand Russell, the op- 
position being led by an eminent 
churchman, Bishop Manning of 
the Cathedral of St. John the Di- 
vine. 

Lord Russell has been appointed 
to teach mathematics and philos- 
ophy at the City College of New 
York. Bishop Manning thinks he 
should not be allowed to hold this 
position because he is “immoral.” 

Lord Russell’s immorality con- 
sists of holding a theory of mar- 
riage and sexual relations which is 
different from that of the estab- 
lished churches, Lord Russell, it is 
feared, will corrupt the youth of 
the college. 

He emerges as a twentieth-cen- 
tury New York Socrates, with the 
Bishop brandishing the cup of 
hemlock in his face. 

* * » 

No evidence is presented that 
Lord Russell has ever corrupted 
any one; no evidence is presented 
that his views on marriage and 
morals have had the slightest ef- 


fect on the tendencies of the times; / 


no evidence is presented that he 
has ever wrecked anybody’s life by 
his own practices. 

He has been divorced, twice ] be- 


Jieve, but so no doubt have some 


members ‘of Bishop's Manning’s 
diocese and probaby of his congre- 
gation, and I doubt whether the 
Bishop has thrown them out of the 
fold or publicly excoriated them. 

Apparently the important thing 
is not what people do, but what they 
say. For if the church—in the good 
old tradition of “The Scarlet Let- 
ter’—were to excommunicate all 
who do not strictly follow its teach- 
ings regarding sexual morality, it 
would become a diminished society, 
and could hardly support either 
the plant or the priesthood that it 
does. 

* . 

Now, this is not an argument 
against Bishop Manning’s views. It 
is an argument against the at- 
tempt to destroy the professional 
life of a distinguished scholar be- 
cause he voices opinions which are. 
in fact, the actual practices of a 
part of our most respected popula- 
tion. 

Lord Russell is not immoral. Any 
one who knows hin. is aware that 
he is a man of the most exquisite 
intellectual and personal integrity, 

He is, in the first line, a mathe- 
matician, accustomed to studying 
facts and drawing deductions from 
facts. He ‘as come to the con- 
clusion that monogamy is not natu- 
ral to man; that it is not the usual 
practice.of men and women; that 
marriage is not a sacred but a so- 
cial institution; that human sex- 
uality is by no means uniform: that 
unsatisfactory sex relations are the 


reason for many unhappy mar-| 


riages and for innumerable psychic 


.j|aberrations; that the importance at- 


tached to virginity is a species of 
taboo; that fn rll matters relating 
to sex the welfare of the children 
is the prime responsibility and the 
only matter of public and social im- 
portance. 

He has advocated that men and 


women find out whether they are 
sexually compatible before they tie 
up their destinies and before they 
have children, and he has insisted 
on the greatest possible responsi- 
bility in the matter of bringing chil- 
dren into the world. 

There is no venality, concupis- 
cence, frivolity, hypocrisy, lechery 
or any of the other vices associated 
with the degradation of sex in a 
single one of Bertrand Russell’s 
writings on this subject. And the 
quotations from his works are taken 
out of their context and used to in- 
flame. against him persons 
have never read one of his books. 

He is an honest and courageous 
man with a singular sense of per- 
sonal and social responsibility. His 
moral courage was proved in the 
last war. He was opposed to it on 
social and intellectual grounds, and 
he went to prison for his opposition. 

He has suffered ostracism from 
the class to which he was born 
because of his unconventional 
ideas, not only about sex, but about 
the structure of that society most 
advantageous to his own class. He 
has spent his personal fortune, such 
as*it was for the education of chil- 
dren. 

He has alienated the radicals 
who once upheld him because of 
his inability to swallow their Marx- 
ian myths. He has defended and 
criticised the Soviet Union. He may 
have been wise or unwise in any 
of these views, but he has not 
vicious or immoral. 

And his views on marriage and 
sexual morals are the least impor- 
tant of his contributions to science 
and political philosophy. His last 
book, “Power,” rahks with the most 
provocative, honest and disinterest- 
ed popular studies of this decade 
in the field of political philosophy. 

Scientists tell me that his “Princi- 
ples of Mathematics” and his: “In- 
troduction to Mathematical Philos- 
ophy” are among the top of the list 
in this field.. And he is not being 
employed to give instruction if 
moral philosophy.

“‘Methods May Differ.” 


“Japan and Britain are two mari- 
time Powers on the fringe of con- 
tinents and vitally concerned in 
events on those continents,” he 
noted also. 

“The methods may, in some cases, 
differ, but both countries ultimate- 
ly are striving for the same ob- 
jective, namely, lasting peace and 
preservation of our institutions 
from extraneous, subversive influ- 
ences.

Be Versed in Diplomacy.

N a little French village not far 
J trom here is one of the most im- 

portant schools in France today. 
It is where French officers and 
non-commissioned officers are 
trained before being posted to bat- 
talions of the British Expeditionary 
Force as liaison officers and 
agents. These men are among the 
most vital military links in the 
British-French alliance. They have 
a great deal to do with making the 
entente cordiale. 

Their importance and, therefore, 
the importance of their training, 
is due in part to the fact that much 
of the German propaganda against 
the Allies is aimed at alienating the 
French people <nd army, from the 
British people and army. One of 
the jobs of tue French liaison of- 
ficers and agents with the B. E. F. 
is to counteract such propaganda. 
They are, in part, diplomatic 
agents. 

It is easy to understand this if 
you imagine that the river at St. 
Louis separated the United States 
from a hostile country on the op- 
posite bank and that thousands of 
troops of a country allied to Ameri- 
ca were quartered in your city. 
Imagine, further, that those troops 
spoke a foreign language and had 
a foreign culture, habits and man- 
ners. In such circumstances it is 
not difficult to realize how -im- 
portant would be the work of the 
American liaison officers with that 
foreign army in helping bridge the 
cultural gap between us and our 
ally. | 


Carefully Picked. 


That is why several hundred 
French officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers are now students at 
this school. They are a carefully 
picked lot. Practically all of them 
had a good knowledge of English 
before they entered t school. 
Some had lived and worked in Lon- 
don before the war.. They were 
selected, too, because they are good 
mixers, tactful and diplomatic. 

In the old days, liaison officers 
were little more than interpreters 
and messengers. Today they must 
be diplomats, interpreters of cul- 
ture as well as of speech, and com- 
petent officers. It is for those rea- 
sons that they are studying Brit- 
ish ways and customs. Some of 


them are perfecting their English 
and all are learning the character 
and use of British weapons of war 
and the details of British army or- 
ganization, tactics and drill. The 
last-mentioned studies are essential 
because in an emergency a French 
liaison officer must be able to take 
command of a British unit. Not 
long ago, in fact, such an officer, 
out with a British night patro] in 
front of the Maginot Line, did take 
command of the men when the 
British officer in command was 
killed. 

These French students even learn 
to sing English popular songs. For 
singing in English gives them a 
sense of the balance and rhythm of 
the language. ._In addition, that ac- 
complishment enables them to join 
in a good, old-fashioned British 
army sing-song, when necessary. 


Different Problems. 


The problems confronting the 
French liaison officers are, in one 
respect, much greater than those 
which had to be dealt with in the 
last war. Then a large part of the 
territory in the zone of the British 
armies had been evacuated by the 
civilian population. Today the 
French inhabitants still are living 
in the towns, villages and on the 
farms in the British army zone in 
France. Consequently, there are 
questions involving the relations 
and daily contacts between the Brit- 
ish forces and the French civilians 
which have to be settled—questions 
which did not arise in the World 
War. Furthermore, the problem 
of billeting~the British troops is 
now more difficult and involved, 
because of this different situation, 
than it was in the last war. 

Many of these problems were dis- 
cussed, on the day I visited the 
school, in speeches to the students 
by Capt. Andre Maurois, the fa- 
mous French writer and now offi- 
cial French “eyewitness” with the 
B. E. F., and by Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral’ Sir Douglas Brownrigg, Ad- 
jutant General of the B. E. F. Both 
of them agreed on the important 
contribution which the French 
liaison officers could make in help- 
ing the British and French armies 
achieve victory and in strengthen- 
ing the friendly relations between 
the British aPmy and the French 
people and concluded by telling 
the students that if they did their 
job of liaison work right, victory 
was certain, 


ment, one informed observer drew 
attention to the disparity between 
the British envoy’s declaration and 
one delivered by the American Am- 
bassador to Japan, Joseph'C. Grew, 
last October. Grew then told the 
Japanese that their China adven- 
ture and infringement of American 
rights were keenly resented by the 
American people. 

Another observer speculated on 
whether Britain might be trying to 


counterbalance Russia’s assistance 
to Germany by wooing the Japa- 
nese to the detriment of Russia. 
Two other questions were raised: 
1. If Congress should authorize 
the proposed embargo on the ship- 
ment of war materials to Japan, 
where would Britain stand on the 
matter? : 
Is Britain tending to condone 
the invasion of China, and thereby 
alienate the support of Americans 
who denounce it? 


Gen. Johnson— 
Says Congress Is 
Sacrificing Army 


to Farmers in This 
Election Year.

WASHINGTON, March 28. 
ONGRESS is going to give us 
the navy we need, but the pros- 
pect of getting an equally nec- 
essary modern army is fading. 
Congress now threatens to take 
all its “economy” out of the plan 
to modernize our army and to give 
“the savings” to the farmers in 
this election year. This is in part 
due to the miserable system of 
army appropriations which makes 


‘a harder case than the navy’s and 


one much more difficult to pre 
sent. : 

For example, when the navy 
seeks an increase or replacement, 
it asks for so many craft of such 
and such classes. That covers a4 
group of complete tactical units 
with all their living quarters, mess- 
gear, guns and armament—all in 
one lump—maybe $40,000,000 or 
$50,000,000 at a crack. It dumps 
that request on the congressional 
table—and that’s that. It may not 
get the battleships, but it does not 
have to call in a host of witnesses 
to justify every item of technical 
armament from cutlasses and pil- 
low cases to great guns. 

The army has to argue every 
principal item separately. No one 
man can possibly have the de- 
tailed knowledge to do that. In 
comparison with the clear-cut 
showings by navy experts before 
congressional committees, the army 
boys have rough sledding—especial- 
ly since many Congressmen have 
had war service and, on the basis 
of that, ride the army experts, but 
can only blink at the navy’s tech- 
nica] essays. 

As a relic of old Indian wars, 
the army is cut up into small seg- 
ments, each occupying a local gare 
rison. This literally multiplies ex- 
pense and divides efficiency. It is 
an impossible condition for a mod- 
ern army. But try to change it 
and see what you get—gnashings 
of teeth and anguished howls in 
every affected congressional dele- 
gation, and there are enough of 
them to combine forces’ and “roll 
the logs.” The navy is concentrat~- 
ed in more or less complete fleets 
just as the army should be con- 
centrated in corps and divisions, 
In comparisons of mass efficien- 
cy and economy between the two, 
the army simply doesn’t rate. 

Finally when the navy maneu- 
vers, it travels on its own ships 
through air and water and both are 
free. The only extra cost is in- 
creased oil and gasoline. Concene- 
tration and maneuver by the army 
is very expensive—travel, camp

As the Aldermanic Ward-Vote Bill Dies. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

EVEN members of the Board of Alder- 

men committee are allowing to die a 
bill providing for a referendum at the 
August primary to permit election of 28 
Aldermen by wards instead of by city- 
wide vote. These seven should be named 
for voters’ attention at the next election. 
The voters especially of residential 
wards, can see that each of them offi- 
cially die out of our municipal life at the 
next election. 

The constitutional amendment vote of 
1934 opened the way for election of Alder- 
men by wards and, in St. Louis, the ratio 
of the voters for it was virtually 2 to 1. 
Why, then, have the seven committee 
members of the entire board of 28 not 
acted to carry out the mandate of the 
people? Is the influence of professional 
politicians permitting the Democratic 
party to defy and challenge the mandate 
of the people and stop needed municipal 
reforms? 

This is the Mayor’s party, and our 
Mayor seems to be as silent as the stone 
statues bordering the City Hall on this 
dying bill of declaration of the sovereign 
rights of the people. 

Five years is long enough for the Al- 
dermen to ignore the mandate of the 
people. Whatever the motives of the 
Democratic party officials at the City 
Hall, they are not sound and are in con- 
tempt of the mandate of the people. 

The Democrats should know that the 
independent votes are steadily increas- 
ing. The only position that is fair to both 
parties and to the voters in the wards is 
for the Aldermen to arouse themselves 
and submit the charter change to the 
people. 

If not, an initiative petition will un- 
questionably arouse the voting public and 
probably be a sorrowful result.for the 
Democratic party locally.

THE SMOKE HEARING. 
An important step in the legislative process of 
passing on the smoke elimination bill was taken 
Tuesday, when, at a public hearing open to all who 
cared to attend, the Public Safety Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen heard arguments for and against 
the bill. Time for both sides was allotted evenly by 
Chairman Hoeflinger and a general spirit of fair- 
ness: and consideration for the democratic process 
pervaded the meeting. 

For the most part, opponents of the measure rep- 
resented groups or interests which feel ‘that the or- 
dinance might affect them adversely. The coal deal- 
ers, of course, were well represented, and though they 
made strong objections to details of the ordinance, 
it was highly interesting to note that they did not 
attack the basic principles of the report of the Smoke 
Elimination Committee, on which the bill is based. 
Those principles are sound. 

It is natural for the coal dealers to scrutinize care- 
fully any measure that might affect their business; 
but, considering the critical nature of the smoke 
problem—often referred to as St. Louis’ No: 1 Prob- 
lem—and the determination of the city to attack it 
effectively. the coal dealers must realize they cannot 
stand in the way. 

As a matter of fact, they have every reason to be 
grateful for the fact that the smoke elimination bill 
was drawn up with every effort to preserve the pres- 
ent status of the coal-dealing industry. Far from be- 
ing drastic or revolutionary, the bill shows the most 
scrupulous consideration for the interests of private 
business, both as to mining and distribution. 

Others who appeared to oppose the bill had some- 
thing to sell, or were not completely informed as to 
its provisions, or, as in the case of the Terminal 
Railroad, are not noted for their passionate interest 
in civic progress, 

The proponents of the bill were impressive, not 
only because of the force of their arguments, but be- 
cause of the large part of the population for whom 
they spoke. Wilbur B. Jones, chairman of the Board 


‘of Directors of the Chamber of Commerce,. spoke for 


the important business and industrial interests of 
the city. J. A. Wehmeyer expressed the views of the 
Real Estate Exchange and represented by that token 
property owners and taxpayers. W. Oscar Muligardt 
was there to represent the General Council on Civic 
Needs, a group devoted to the city’s well-being. 

Dr. Emil C. Burst urged passage of the ordinance 
because of the effect of smoke upon health, as did 
Dr. John S. Young. Robert Boyles and E. B. Lan- 
genberg gave the views of the engineering profes- 
sion. Mrs. Lucille E. Hanna of the College Club, 
Thomas E. O’Connell of St. Louis Forward, Inc., T. 8. 
Gundelfinger Jr. of the Young Men’s Division of the 
Chamber of Commerce and Milton C. Lauenstein of 
the Lindenwood Improvement Association were oth- 
ers who advocated the Dill. 

Finally, since the bill has been mistakenly criti- 
cised by some as likely to work a severe hardship 
on the poor, it was defended by J. A. Wolf of Neigh- 
borhood House. Mr. Wolf has spent many years of 
his life working among the poor and is well known 
for his deep sympathy for the underprivileged. Mr. 
Wolf is for the bill because he knows the success of 
the smoke elimination movement will be of immense 
benefit in terms of health and otherwise to those who 
must live in the city’s congested districts. 

It might thus be said that the proponents of the 
bill represent the city as a whole, from those whose 
economic condition forces them to buy fuel by the 


basket to the businesses and industries on whose suc- 
cess the economic well-being of the city depends. 

We are confident that thé Board of Aldermen, 
which has already pledged itself by resolution to sup- 
port the smoke elimination movement, will pass this 
bill and, by so doing, will meet the expectations of 
the great body of our citizens.

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RUSSIA’S ENVOY LEAVES PARIS. 

The recall, at France’s request, of the Russian 
Ambassador to Paris marks the formal end of what 
was once a beautiful friendship. Its decline and 
present collapse illustrates again the strange zig- 
zag course of Soviet diplomacy. : 

Only a few years ago, France and Russia were 
close friends. A military assistance pact, negotiat- 
ed in 1935, set the seal upon that friendship. Obvi- 
ously, the treaty was directed against Nazi Ger- 
many, and it is ironic now to reflect how Hitler 
accepted the challenge. He declared the pact gave 
him reason to denounce the Locarno agreement, and 
in March, 1936, proceeded to remilitarize the Rhine- 
land. This was his first overt act, the beginning of 
the train of events culminating in the present war. 

The Franco-Soviet pact is now a dead letter, and 
the Russian Ambassador had taken on the status 
of a virtual enemy spy in Paris. Russia and Ger- 
many, no longer at daggers’ points, are friends and 
allies. ‘Hitler’s army is powerfully intrenched be- 
hind the mighty line built after the pact between 
France and Russia gave him a pretext to act. Ja- 
kob Surits leaves Paris, and there are indications 
he will not be replaced. Soon after the Franco- 
Russian treaty, the Italo-German axis, directed 
against the Soviet Union, was formed, and today 
there are reports that Russia will soon join that 
Fascist alliance. The mad merry-go-round whirls on. 
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They’re making such strides in airplane construc- 
tion that, pretty soon, next year’s model will be 
obsolete, !

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SPAIN AFTER A YEAR OF PEACE. 

One year ago today, Francisco Franco led his} 
army into Madrid to mark the end of the Spanish) 
civil war. The Republic, defended in one of the} 
bitterest struggles in modern history, was dead. A/ 3 
Fascist rebellion which could not have succeeded on 
its own power had been carried to victory largély 
through German and Italian assistance, Soldiers of 
Hitler and Mussolini soon were to go home to be/|. 
received and decorated as conquering heroes. 

The world has heard little from Spain in the 12] 
months since Barcelona fell, and for at least three 
major reasons. First, the intense drama of the war 
was done. Peace, however rigidly enforced, and re-| 
construction succeeded a life-and-death struggle of 
many months. Second, Franco made much more dif- 
ficult the movement of correspondents and other} 
outsiders in Spain. He also set up a stricter cen- 
sorship than had existed during the war. Finally, 
fighting broke out among the great Powers of Eu- 
rope and forthwith became the center of interest. 

But if Spain has not played a prominent part 
in the affairs of Burope, it has not played an un- 
important one. Franco’s very failure to take sides, 
if only in a showing of sympathy, is significant. 
This aloofness has relieved England and France at 
the same time that it has deprived Germany of 
much-needed and confidently expected war minerals. 
The Nazi-Communist alliance and Russian invasion 
of Finland, a state with which Spain was on excel- 
lent terms, were factors in Franco’s course, 

On the other hand, revival of the valuable trade 
with Britain, France’s ban on Communists and the 
designation of Marshal Petain, hero of Verdun, as 
French Ambassador to Spain, inclined Franco to 
friendly relations with the Allies. 

Internally, Spain has been kept at peace by the 
rule of the firing squad. A. V. Phillips, correspond- 
ent for the London News Chronicle, who was held in 
prison from last August to January, says that 
about 100,000 residents of Madrid, or 10 per cent 
of the population, are in jail. Mr. Phillips esti- 
mates that between 1,000,000 and 2,000,000 persons 
are in prison over Spain. He says that executions 
continue at the rate of about 1000 a month in Madrid 
and that at least 40,000 persons were shot in the 
mass executions there during the first four months 
of Franco’s rule. He sets 100,000 as a moderate 
estimate of the number executed in Spain since the 
coming of peace under Franco.

WITH PIANO DEBUT 


Conductor, Who Quit in 1926 
to Direct Broadcasts, Plays 
in New York Recital. 


NEW YORK, March 28.—Walter 
Damrosch began his third career 
in music last night in Town Hall 
at the age of 78 years. This time 
he is starting as a pianist, and in 
the same auditorium which, almost 
daily through the season, sees 
young musicians brave the critics. 

He furnished the piano part of the 
two great works of chamber music 
—Brahms’ Sonata for Violin and 
Piano in A Major, Opus 100, and 
Cesar Franck’s Quintet for Strings 
and Piano. 

At 19 years of age, Damrosch 
began conducting, and after gain- 
ing an orchestra of his own and 
carrying it for 41 years, resigned 
in 1926. The next year he was 
appointed musical counsel for the 
National Broadcasting Co. and put 
into effect his successful broad- 
casts for schools, and made him- 
self a second career which still 
continues. 

Last night, he was unable to for- 
get the habits of a lifetime, and 
especially in the quintet, did a spot 
of conducting as well as playing. 
At the end of each movement he 
turned to the other musicians with 
the benign Damrosch smile, which 
later he bestowed on the audience.

‘The Queen Was in the Par- 
lour’ Is Drama of Mythical 
Kingdom. |

664\NCE upon a time,” says Noel 
Coward, in his play, “The 

Queen Was in the Parlour,” 
which the Little Theater revived 
last night, “there was a queen who 
fell in love with a commoner and 
because she was Queen she had to 
give him up.” 

It is somewhat of a surprise to 
find dear, sophisticated Noel toying 
with such an old chestnut, but per- 
haps not so surprising, either. This 
play antedates “Private Lives,” “De- 
sign for Living” and “Tonight at 
8:30” by some years, and perhaps 
should be excused as one of Noel’s 
practice pieces. He himself, in his 
autobiography, calls it an “experi- 
Ment in Ruritanian romanticism.” 

Nadya, lovely royal princess of 
Krayia (pronounced “Crya,” as in 
“Cryin’ out loud”), is in Paris, in 
love with a slick-looking French- 
man and about to be married, when 
old Gen. Krish comes from home 
plate with word that she’s at bat in 
Kryia. Nadya leaves the French- 
man in’ his dressing room and hur- 
ries home. 

But she doesn’t know much-about 
ruling and people shoot at her. She 
is saved from a bullet one day by 
the handsome Frenchman, He says 
he knows the set-up, will give her 
up to a royal marriage to Prince 
Keri of Zalgar for the price of a 
few hours with her. Meanwhile a 
big, silent revolution has been brew- 
ing and in Act III everything 
works out to full satisfaction. That 
is, the Frenchman shoots himself. 

There are a few signs of Cow- 
ard’s brittle wit in the character 
of Prince Keri, the only person in 
the play who takes himself with 
even a grain of salt. There is also 
some laughter aroused by an old- 
maidish secretary, and some sympa- 
thy for Nadya’s devoted maid. Rob- 
ert Pastene, Doris Disbrow and 
Elsie Yehling play these roles. Le- 
nora Griffith as the Queen, Julian 
Luckett as her Gallic lover, 
Bruce MacFarlane as Gen. Krish 
are faced with the impossible in 
Coward’s sketching of these char- 
acters. Settings for the play are 
done with Gordon Carter’s usual 
distinction. Carter also directed.

band, Col. John Jacob Astor, lost 
his life in the sinking of the Ti- 
tanic in™1912, died at her winter 
home last night of a heart ail- 
ment. She was 47 years old. 

The body will be returned to New 
York, probably tonight or tomorrow

The wealthy social leader cre- 
ated a sensation when she mar- 
ried Enzo Fiermonte, an Italian 
pugilist, Nov. 27, 1933, in a New 
York hospital where she was a pa- 
tient. The marriage ended in di- 
yorce at Palm Beach, Jun il, 
1938. é 

Mrs. Fiermonte came to Fiorida 
in January from her plantation 
near Charleston, 8. C. 

Shortly after her graduation from 
a New York finishing school, Mrs. 
Fiermonte, then Miss Madeline 
Force, was married to Col. Astor 
at his home in Newport, R. I. He 
was old enough to be her father 
and had been forbidden to remarry 
under terms of a divorce by his 
first wife, Mrs. Ava Willing Astor. 

Col. Astor and the former Miss 
Force were returning from Europe 
on the Titanic when the ship hit 
an iceberg. Col. Astor placed his 
young wife—soon to become a 
mother—in a lifeboat from which 
she was rescued. 

On Aug. 14, 1912, John Jacob 
Astor, the sixth of the name, was 
born to her. By the terms of her 
husband’s will, she got the income 
of a trust fund of $5,000,000 as long 
as she remained a widow. In the 
event of her remarriage, it was 
stipulated, the fund should go to 
William Vincent Astor. The will 
also provided a $3,000,000 trust 
fund for any child that might sur- 
vive him, 

On June 22, 1916, she became the 
bride of William K. Dick, wealthy 
banker, at Bar Harbor, Me. They 
had two children,, William Jr. and 
J. H. Dick. 

After the Reno divorce from 
Dick in 1933, she traveled abroad 
extensively. In Italy, she met Fier- 
monte.

Pledge Their 10 Votes in 
Party Convention for 
Third Term if President 
Wants It. : 


BANGOR, Me., March 28 (AP).— 
Maine Democrats yesterday pledged 
their 10 votes in the party national | 
convention to President Roosevelt 
should he seek re-election, witb 
National Committee Chairman 
James A. Farley their second choice. 


The resolution pledging the dele- 
gates to Roosevelt was carried on 
a voice vote by the 1800 who attend- 
ed the State convention with com- 
paraticely few nays registered. 

Supporters of Vice-President John 
N. Garner had worked in pre-con- 
vention activity for an unpledged 
delegation. 

The convention’s action followed 
by a few hours an address by Far- 
ley, who has said his name would 
go before the convention in which 
he praised the administration’s ac- 
complishments and lauded Roose- 
velt as “a great Democratic Pres- 
ident.” That remark was an in- 
terjection into the prepared text. 

Democrats in New Hampshire, 
Maine’s neighbor state; two weeks 
ago pledged their eight convention 
votes to Roosevelt. 

Roosevelt Resolution. 

The resolution pledging the Maine 
delegates to Roosevelt, presented 
by Ernest L. McLean of Augusta, 
says: “Our founders in the consti- 
tutional convention of 1787 mani- 
fested their intention that a Presi- 
dent of the United States should be 
elected for a third term, if the elec- 
torate so desired.” 

Referring to the world crisis 
caused by wars, it states that the 
people of the United States desired 
peace and “should have during the 
next four years a president who is 
able to accept and deal with trying 
and grave problems, and a leader 
whose efforts are dedicated to 
world peace and to keep the youth 
of America out of war.” 

“It is the sense of this conven- 
tion that its delegates should vote 
for Roosevelt in the event he is a 
candidate. And if he is not again 
a candidate, it is the sense of this 
convention, in recognition of the 
great service to his country of 
James A. Farley, his ability, high 
integrity and eminent qualifica- 
tions for the presidency that the 
delegates chosen by this convention 
shal] vote .. . in support of the 
candidacy of James A. Farley.” 

Farley had left the convention 
hall before the vote was taken on 
the resolution. 

As he left by train, Farley said 
he was “very grateful for the ex- 
pression of confidence given me by 
the Democratic delegates. I trust 
that my conduct will justify the 
confidence placed in me.” 

Each Has Half a Vote. 

The slate of national delegates 
finally ratified totaled 20, four more 
than planned. Leaders said the 
increase was necessary because a 
large number desired to attend the 
national convention. 

Under pledge to vote as a unit, 
the delegation is composed of eight 
delegates-at-large and 12 district 
delegates, each having half a vote. 

Alaska has chosen six delegates, 
all pledged to Roosevelt. Thus all 
of the 24 votes so far chosen for 
the Democratic convention are 
pledged to Roosevelt. The total

sites, duplication of living quarters 
and facilities, plus rentals or dam- 
ages for nearly every acre of ground 
touched or crossed. These ex- 
penses are multiplied by the pep- 
per box decentralization just men- 
tioned. These also create great 
difficulties in presenting the army’s 
case. Yet, if we can’t get our frit- 
tered forces together and maneuver 
them, we can’t have a modern army 
—now or ever—and we've got to 
have one now. 

‘When the navy asks for hundreds 
of millions, it is all navy, but the 
army’s requests include all kinds 
of civil works from dredging 
Skunk Creek to operating the Pan- 
ama Canal. 


Rigid Ear-Marking. 


Finally, the army gets its money 
item by specified item. If a dollar 
has been appropriated for roads 
and walks it is a crime to spend 
it on barracks and quarters, even 
though a whole army post burns 
down. Economic administration 
under that handicap is impossible. 


It must be admitted that, as a 
result of all this and more, our 
army is an expensive one and its 
case is difficult to present. That 
is the fault of Congress, not the 
army. If it would permit concen- 
tration and much wider discretion 
in lump sum appropriations such 
as the navy has, the modernizing 
of our army could be much speeded, 
bettered and reduced in cost. 


But that isn’t the point of this 
piece. Cheaply or expensively and 
whether the case for each item is 
made clearly or awkwardly, we 
have got to replace our bow-and- 
arrow army with a modern one. 
There isn’t a day to spare. These 
difficulties have made the army 
cautious and the Congress care- 
less. The requested appropriations 
are not half enough for the speed 
and performance required.

VARY USUAL WAY 
OF SERVING POTATOES 


This | Necessary Vegetable| 
Lends Itself to New Ways * 
of Preparation, 


Potatoes are a food habit in 
most households and with it goes 
the habitual way of preparing 
them. They are baked one day, 
mashed the next, boiled or fried 
and then the process begins anew. 
Potatoes are very tractable and 
lend themselves gracefully to many 
new and interesting ways of prep- 
aration, 

Here are some suggestions: 
Potatoes on Halfshell. 
Scrub three large or six medium 
potatoes and parboil for 20 to 30 
minutes or until nearly cooked 
through. (Start with a small 
amount of cold water and cook with 
a lid on. When the water boils, re- 
uce heat and continue cooking 
until tender.) Split the partially 
cooked potatoes in half lengthwise. 
Spread each half with prepared 
mustard, one-half teaspoon of grat- 
ed onion, sprinkle with Worcester- 
shire sauce and salt. Top with but- 
tered bread crumbs and bake at 
450 degrees for 15 to 20 minutes 
~until potato is completely cooked 
and the crumbs are a golden brown. 

Serves six. 

Potatoes in Cream. 
Three strips bacon, 
One tablespoon coarsely chopped. 
Spanish onion. 
Four medium-size uncooked pota- 
toes, 
One cup table cream or 
One cup diluted evaporated milk. 
One teaspoon salt. 
One-eighth teaspoon pepper. 
In a heavy frying pan fry diced 
bacon and onion until limp but 
not brown; add diced Idaho russets 
and cream, Season. Cover; cook 
slowly 20 to 30 minutes, or until 
potatoes are tender, Serves six. 

Baked Paprika Potatoes. 
Pare four medium-size potatoes 
that are even in shape and cut in 
halves lengthwise. With potato 
ball cutter make a small hole in 
the center of the smooth side, or 
make crisscross lines on the pota- 
to. Trim so that the potato stands 
evenly on the rounded side. Boil 
one minute, drain, put in shallow 
baking dish, sprinkle with salt and 
pepper and paprika, put one tea- 
spoon butter in each hole or brush 
over the top, pour in one-half inch 
water, cover and. bake.

Two cups grated raw potatoes.

NENT SAFE 
DRIVE URGED BY DOCTOR 


Hospital Medical Director Tells 
Mayor Accident Cases De- 
cline During Campaigns. 


The Seaihaetiibiies of a sustained 
traffic safety campaign in reducing 
automobile accidents was empha- 
sized in a letter from Dr. Avery 
P. Rowlette, medical director of 
City Hospital, received by Mayor 
Bernard F.. Dickmann today in re- 
Sponse to a telegram the Mayor 
sent Monday—one of more than 
1000 in which co-operation of civic, 
business and other organizations 
was sought in the safety drive. 
Dr. Rowlette’s letter, commenting 
on the increase in automobile fa- 
talities—this year’s toll is 26 so far 
compared with 19 at this time last 
year—said: “We expect and are 
geared to handle about 50 accidents 
each day; the majority resulting 
from carelessness on the streets. 
We can notice a marked depres- 
sion in our ‘business’ when an edu- 
cational campaign is active, and 
we appreciate your assistance in 
the safety campaign to prevent hu- 
man misery and suffering.” 

Police Chief’s Orders. 
Chief of Police John H. Glassco 
wrote the Mayor that he had trans- 
mitted the Mayor’s telegram by 
teletype to district commanding of- 
ficers and had added: “The situa- 
tion calls for immediate and ef- 
fective police .co-operation. You 
will see that your cOmmands are 
fully informed as to what is ex- 
pected of them.” 

A reduction in the speed limit on 
Washington avenue downtown was 
recommended by the Associated’ 
Millinery Industries in a.reply to 
the Mayor. Pointing out that most 
of the millinery firms were on 
Washington between Eighth and 
Eighteenth streets, the letter said 
that a speed reduction would re- 
duce hazards for both motorists 
and pedestrians. 

The Automobile Club of Missouri, 
while favoring the safety campaign, 
is opposed to a proposal to lower 
the speed limit from 30 to 25 miles 
an hour at night, Matt F. Morse, 
president, said in a letter to the 
Mayor. The board of directors was 
unanimously against the proposal, 
made in a bill recently introduced 
in the Board of Aldermen. 

Urges Enforcement, 

“Tt is our considered opinion that 
no change should be made in the 
maximum speed limit, but that in- 
stead greater emphasis should be 
placed upon enforcement of the 
present ordinance,” he said.

Four Negro Specialists Among 
Speakers at Central Baptist 
Church Tonight. 


A popular symposium on common 
health questions will be held at a 


mass meeting at 8 o'clock tonight 
at Central Baptist Church, 2842 
Washington boulevard. Fifteen- 
minute talks will be given by local 
health authorities and by four spe- 
cialists from out of town, ail Ne- 
groes and each outstanding in his 
field, who are here to lead the sec- 

ond annual Institute for Physicians 
at Homer G. Phillips Hospital. 

For the mass’ meeting they will 
sum up in simple terms the points 
of greatest interest to the public. 
Dr. Walter H. Maddux of the Unit- 
ed States Children’s Bureau’ will 
tell how the bureau can help safe- 
guard children’s health; Dr. Rod- 
erick Brown of the Pittsburgh Tu- 
berculosis League Hospital will tell 
how the public can further the fight 
against tuberculosis; Dr. T. K. Law- 
less of Northwestern. University will 
speak on “Quacks and Syphilis,” 
and. Dr. C. Leon Wilson of- Provi- 
dent Hospital, Chicago, will talk on 
“What Every Woman Should Know 
About Coming Motherhood.” 

The city’s part in protecting pub- 
lic health will be outlined by Health 
Comimissioner Joseph H. Bredeck, 
and the share of the Tuberculosis 
and Health Society, by A. W. Jones. 
The society and the City Health 
Division are collaborating with the 
Negro ..professional organization, 
Mound City Medical Forum, in the 
Institute for Physicians, which will 
end a crowded three-day “course” 
tomorrow at the hospital. 

A symposium for family. physi- 
cians was held at dinner last night 
at Pine Street Y. M. C. A. The 
Chicago .obstetrician, Dr. ‘Wilson, 
pointed out that the United States, 
despite all efforts to reduce death 
in childbirth, still lags “behind most 
of the civilized world.” The rate 
is almost doubly high for Negro 
mothers, he said. He attributed it 
to lack of prenatal care. 

Shattering of old taboos, said 
Prof. Lawless, is enabling the pub- 
lic at last to understand syphilis 
as simply “a common medical prob- 
lem; a respecter of no person, class 
or race”; but even that momentous 
advance only. reveals, does not de- 
stroy, this public enemy. The pa- 
tient with advanced syphilis, said 
Dr. Lawless, “has already been sold 
down the river by ignorance or 
quackery.”

Holds First Place Among Large 
Cities in February Despite 
Increase in Fatalities. 


CHICAGO, .March 28 (AP).—The 
National Safety’ Council. reported 
there were 2170 auto deaths in Feb- 
ruary, a 10 per cent increase from 
February, 1939. 

Not. since March, 1937, has any 
month shown so sharp an upward 
trend in highway fatalities. 

Traffic deaths for the first two 
months of 1940 totaled 4800, com- 
pared. with 4550 in the same 
months of 1939, a 5 per cent in- 
crease. 

Fourteen of the 40 states whose 
February records were tabulated 
had death totals below those of 
February, 1939; 23 had increases 
and three no change. 

Reports of cities showed a 2 per 
cent increase in traffic deaths over 
February, 1939. Deaths in cities 
under 10,000 and in rural areas rose 
about 14 per cent. 

Despite a February increase in 
deaths, St. Louis continued to hold 
first place for safety among cities 
of 500,000 or more population with 
a death rate of 8.7. Cleveland was 
second with a rate of 9.1; New 
York was third with 10.7. 

‘Providence, R. I., and Kansas 
City, Mo., continued in first and 
second places among cities between 
250,000 and 500,000. populations. 
Their rates were 4.7 and 58 re- 
spectively, and Memphis, Tenn., 
was third with 6.9. 

Oakland, Cal., led cities of more 
than 250,000 population with an 
improvement of 78 per cent. Jer- 
sey City, N. J., with 56 and Seattle, 
Wash., with 50 per cent were next. 

January and February were 
death-free months for 225 report- 
ing cities, the largest’ Evansville, 
Ind., with 105,100 population. Lynn, 
Mass., with 102,900 was second 
largest.

HEN I have written (and this

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Missouri's Anglers Likely to 
Declare Open Season on Eastern 
Congressmen for Libeling Pride of 


Our Rivers, the Succulent Catfish. 
By CLARISSA “START 


HERE is a rumble from the 

hills of Missouri, and through 

the crisp spring air comes a 
whining, pinging sound, indicating 
that sportsmen of this State are 
preparing for an open season on 
Congressmen. Two Congressmen, 
to be specific, Representatives Oliv- 
er, of Maine, and Culkin, of New 
York, who have dared to cast slurs 
at the edibility and general allure 
of the pride of Missouri rivers, the 
catfish. 

Most of you are familiar with 
the story of the congressional con- 
troversy. First the challenge, then 
the ringing return, as St. Louis’ 
Representative John J. Cochran, 
riding into the fray, cried, “The 
catfish is as sacred to a Missouri- 
an as his hound dog.” Undaunted, 
the upstart Easterners again 
sneered when served with a Cat- 
fish dinner, maintaining that it 
was made up of Potomac River cat, 
not Missouri. * 

A less fightin’ state might have 
dropped the argument then and 
there and thrown up the hook, but 
not Missouri, L. C. Sherrill, St. 
Louis business man, immediately 
telegraphed Cochran promising a 
Missouri catfish to be shipped in 
ice, one “which should not only 
make your friends from Maine and 
New York smack their lips but ad- 
mit the error of their remarks,” 
he said. 

And now, to clinch the argument, 
the Post-Dispatch, through the 
Meletio Sea Food Company, has 
sent an ultra-superb glamor cat- 
fish, a catfish that should make 
all tasting Congressmen purr in 
admiration, 

Along with the succulent fish, we 
have some stinging words for the 
two critical Congressmen to sink 
their teeth in. We wish to point 
out that the whole debate was set- 
tled years and years ago, to the 
advantage of the cat. In 1904, the 
Unjted States Fish Commission an- 
nounced that they were prepared 
to put the much maligned catfish 
on a pedestal, as a result of the 
special study of the catfish made 
by a deputy commissioner, Prof. 


Convinced at Last 
WASHINGTON, March 27, 
(AP).—A couple of Eastern Con- 
gressmen surrendered today and 
admitted they had been wrong 
in their .previous low estimate 

of Mississippi River catfish. 

The critics — Representatives 
Oliver (Rep.), Maine, and Cul- 
kin (Rep.), New York, dined on 
Mississippi “channel cat” in the 
House restaurant as guests of 
Representative Cochran of Mis- 
souri, 

“We're purring with satisfac- 
tion,” Oliver announced after 


the meal. 


William Converse Kendall, Prof. 
Kendall, it seems, had discovered 
that the catfish, rather than being 
a stupid, sluggish fellow, is actual- 
ly “the most intellectual fish found 
in inland waters.” Should his home 
pond go dry, Kendall related, in- 
stead of fretting itself to death as 
many a less sensible fish would do, 
the cat seeks a comfortable crack 
of mud and lies dormant until the 
pond fills. 

Nor was the edibility of the cat- 
fish questioned. 

“It is one of the best pan fish,” 
said the professor. “Its meat is 
white, crisp, and juicy, of excellent 
flavor and not tough. Because the 
catfish has garbage eating habits 
is no disgrace, and let the fanciers 
of pork remember that.”

Diet Instead of Drugs 


By Logan Clendening, M. D. 


HE ideal thing for the treat- 

ment of constipation is to re- 

place drugs or cathartics with 
diet. I believe that any human 
intestinal tract on earth, whether 
it is supposed to be constipated 
or not, will respond to 2 diet with 
a@ proper amount of bulk. 


There is an old piece of nonsense 
in-all the textbooks about the two 
varieties of constipation—spastic 
and atonic. I do not believe there is 
any such distinction. I believe they 
are all atonic and, therefore, they 
will all benefit from the same type 
of diet. 

In general, the proper diet for 
constipation is one which has a 
considerable bulk in it. Those foods 
having a large proportion of indi- 
gestible residue which is not ab- 
sorbed and remains inside the in- 
testinal canal are best. The residue 
acts as a mild stimulant to the in- 
testinal muscular movements. 


Fruits are staples of anti-consti- 
pation diets. Not only do they have 
the large residue required, but their 
juices also have moderate cathartic 
properties, especially apples. At 
the Presbyterian Hospital, Chicago, 
when that great clinician was alive, 
applesauce used to be called “Dr, 
Sippy’s cathartic.” «Molasses and 
honey have the same properties; so 
hag ginger. } 

High residue diets are valuable 
for any case of constipation. For 
people with sedentary occupations, 
to stuffy

Such food: are as follows: 
Soups—Stock soup with vege- 
tables. : o 


Vegetables—Spinach, peas, beans,

Cereals—QOats, mush, 
grits (Cooked cereals with bran.) 

Breads—Bran, wholewheat, gra- 
ham. 

Fruits—Prunes, dates, figs, rais- 
ins, oranges, apples, berries with 
seeds, peaches, melons. 

Fluids—Water in abundance, 
weak coffee, new cider, unfermented 
grape juice, buttermilk. 

Cake—Ginger snaps, gingerbread. 

Desserts—Fruit ices, date or fig 
puddings, agar-agar gelatin. 

Miscellaneous—Marmalade, honey, 
molasses in moderate amounts, pop- 
corn, : 
Balance your meals, have variety 
each time, using meats, vegetables, 
fruits, ete. with each meal, Eat 
some fresh or cooked fruit every 
night before going to bed. 

Arrange your meals systemati- 
cally and stick to your schedule. 
Regularity in meal time is one of 
the most important elements in 
treatment, It means educating your 
gastro-intestinal tract to receive 
stimuli regularly, 

Drink plenty of water between 
meals. Drink two glasses .f water 
(hot or cold) immediately on aris-

South opened his fourth highest 
spade, dummy played low, and 
North’s queen was taken by the 
ace. A low club was led to the 
king, and the club return finessed, 
South’s queen winning. (This was 
a forced finesse on the declarer’s 
part. He could not afford to lose 
to North, who would return a 
spade to South’s probable tenace. 
South could not lead a spade at 
this point without conceding 4 
trick.) 

South now laid down the heart 
king and, when his partner signaled 
the nine, did some serious figur- 
ing. 

Two alternate lines of defense 
suggested themselves: One was to 
play North for five hearts to the 
ace, which would mean that the 
suit could be run off solidly by fol- 
lowing up with the queen and a 
low heart. Moreover, if East's c-ub 
suit had been six long originally, 
this defense would be necessary, 
but if East, as seemed more prob- 
able from the bidding, held the jack 
of hearts four times, he would be 
able to stop or block the running 
of the heart suit. The diamond 
suit also was a menace in that 
it appeared very likely that South 
would be squeezed on long clubs 
unless his partner had a diamond 
stopper, but, again judged by the 
bidding, this latter appeared’ like- 
ly, since East must be very short 
in diamonds. 

South decided that his best 
chance was to play for only three 
heart tricks and one spade, which, 
in addition to the club already won, 
would save a game. Therefore, aft- 
er laying down the king of hearts, 
he led a low heart. North won with 
the ace and obediently returned a 
spade. South’s nine knocked out 
the king. With this defense the de- 
clarer was helpless.

els throughout the world. Black 
and white pepper come from the 
same climbing shrub, upon which 
clusters of berries grow. The yel- 
lowish-red herries -are dried and 
then packed in bags. They are 
known as peppercorns or whole 
peppers. Most of them are ground. 
When the whole berry is used, we 
call the product black pepper. For 
white pepper the shells are re- 
moved. Black pepper naturally has 
@ more pungent flavor than does 
the other. A pepper grinder will 
allow you to get the full flavor of 
the fresh whole peppercorn and 
is high in the favor of the epicures. 

My pepper grinder was purchased 
years ago in France at a time 
when one was seldom seen in this 
country. Now you may purchase 
one of these at any house-furnish- 
ing department or store. 

We classify the products of the 
capsicum plant with pepper, al- 
though they come from a different 
jfamily. Red pepper or cayenne, 
paprika and chili are all prepared 
from the dried fruit of a shrub. In 
the preparation of the mild papri- 
ka, the pepper seeds are removed 
before the dried fruit is ground. 
Hungarian paprika has a more pro- 
nounced flavor and less brilliant 
color than the Spanish paprika. 

The green peppers which we use 
as a vegetable are the products of 
a mild type of capsicum shrub 
which is known also. as pimiento. 
I have not made a mistake in my 
spelling! The word “pimento,” 
which is often used in reference to 
the canned sweet red peppers which 
we use so much for the sake of 
flavor and for garnishing, actually 
belongs to the berry of the pimento 
tree, which we know as allspice. 
Green and ripe sweet peppers, in 
contract to the varieties which are 
used especially for seasoning, can 
be grown in temperate climates. 
In summer we have our own local 
supply, but throughout the whole 
year we find green peppers in mar- 
ket. At present supplies from 
Cuba and Florida are very plenti- 
ful. 

One of our favorite methods of 
using green peppers is to stuff 
the shells after the pungent seeds 
have been removed with combina- 
tions of bread crumbs or rice, well 
seasoned with onion, herbs and 
often with leftover meats. The 
shells -are generally parboiled be- 
fore they are stuffed. Peppers are 
often ‘combined with other vegeta- 
bles, such as tomatoes and corn. 
In raw form, the green pepper has 
a place in salads and sandwiches 
and always makes an attractive 
garnish.
